Beneath the flaky snow at Lotoshino, re- 
cently liberated by the Red Army, were 
found the bodies of 949 Soviet men, women 
and children done to death by the foul Nazi 
Some of these innocent civilians 
were shot (at the rate of 276 persons at a 
time), others were hanged, still others forced 
to freeze to death—all because they were 
Soviet citizens, 

These were only 4 few of the horrible 
Nazi crimes detailed in a moving story 
prominently displayed on the front page of 
the New York Herald Tribune yesterday. 
They form a vivid picture of the New Order 
in action—the essence of Hitlerism. 

That such crimes are not the isolated 
acts of undisciplined soldiers can be seen 
from the document of Nazi atrocities re- 
cently released to the world by Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov and by the steady stream of 
dispatches carried jn the Daily Worker. 
Molotov pointed out that such brutalities 
were organized by the Nazi High Command 
and by Hitler under the guise of legitimate 
warfare; and the mass scale upon which 
these atrocities are perpetrated give abun- 
dant proof of the fact. It is evident that 
the Hitler regime has brutalized consider- 
able sections of the German soldiery whose 
barbarism against the Polish, French, Nor- 
wegian, Greek and other peoples is a de- 
liberate part of Hitler’s war campaign. The

It is somewhat surprising that our na- 
tional government—which justly protested 
the killing of French hostages—has not yet 
protested the unspeakable crimes against 
the Soviet people.

» When Hitler had his Tokio allies inflict 
the first treacherous wounds upon our coun- 
try, it was in the hope that disunity would 
ensue and that the fraudulent Japanese 
“darker race” theory would take roet among 
the Negro people. This was, of course, in-

It shows also that the 
Negro people, because of the discriminations 
still existing against them, are in a special 
position to know what a Hitler victory over 
their country would mean.

19 New York afternoon papers broke out into a rash 
Tuesday with a sensational “expose” about four boys 
and one girl who sing songs. 

The New York Post devoted a column and a half to 
a by-lined* story about the nefarious activities of the 


Almanac Singers who sing songs against Hitler. The Post 
thinks something ought to he done about it. 


Refusing Jo be scooped by the Post, the World-Telegram late edi- 
tions rewrote the Post story and added a bit of vitriol of its own. 
What's all the shootin’ for? 


The Almanac Singers (and they're damned good) appeared on a 
radio program entitled “This Is War” last Saturday night. Mr. Archi- 
bald MacLeish, chief of the Office of Facts and Figures, opened the 
program with a message from the President. 

The Post and World-Telegram leaped upon the Almanac Singers, 
but actually it was an attack upon the Government's morale program 
which includes a series of 13 patriotic radio dramas. The aim of the 
programs is to keep the public informed of the resources and policies 
of America and her asilies in the war against the Axis. It is broadcast 
over 600 American radio stations and international short-wave.

The song put on by the Almanacs was Round and Round Hitler’s 

Grave,” and it's a swell song. 


This particular song is a particularly effective thing. The Post 
doesn't deny it’s effective, Nor does it deny that it’s directed against 
Hitlerism. 

But it doesn't like the idea of the Almanacs singing it. 


The newspaper justifies its annoyance by quotations from an ar- 
ticle in the Atlantic Monthly. A professor named Carl J. Prederich 
who works for Harvard University wrote an ‘article in the Atlantic in 
which he declared that earlier song recordings by the Almanacs were 
“strictly. illegal and subversive.” 


The professor discovered that the Almanacs used to sing songs 

against the spirit of Munich. f

The Post's indictment against the Almanacs contains several 
counts, but one of the most sensational seems to be that their dates 
are printed in. the ‘‘Progressive’s Almanac” of the New Masses. 

This evidence is incontrovertible. However, we learn that a list- 
ing in the “Progressive’s Almanac” is accomplished by the simple 
method of sending a dollar bill to the New Masses advertising depart- 
ment and the text of the Announcement in a legible hand. 

But even if the Post were not able to cite this crushing docu- 
mentary evidence, we believe it would have had little difficulty in 
eliciting words of praise. for the Almanac songs from the editors of 
the New Masses. 

There is only one simple conclusion to be drawn from all this, 
and it is that the Post, as well as the World-Telegram, don't like 
anti-Hitler songs—when they're really effective. 0 

The newspaper attack against the Almanacs is of a piece with 
the attack against Mayris Chaney and Melvyn Douglas which was 
calculated to discredit the entire Civilian Defense Program, although 
it was covered by a lot of talk about “boondoggling” and “fan-dancing.” 

The World-Telegram went the Post one better by attacking Nor- 
man Corwin, the writer and director of the Government-sp ed 
patriotic broadcasts by calling attention to the fact that he had sup- 
ported the American Rescue Ship Mission to aid Spanish anti-fascist 
refugees. 

As for that jittery individual who spoke for Norman Corwin and 
said he “was entirely unaware of the background” of the Almanac 
Singers, it’s about time he learned some of the lessons of appease- 
ment—whether on the international arena or on his own job.
